Report  of  Supt*  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  the  Town 
of  Hope. 

I  herewith  submit  my  twelfth  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Hope  schools. 

I  want  to  call  your  attention  to  the  needs  of  the 
schools.  The  buildings  at  South  Hope  and  the 
Head  of  the  Lake  are  greatly  in  need  of  repairs,  the 
Head  of  the  Lake  building  should  be  remodeled. 
We  have  not  a  standard  school  building  in  town. 

I  have  been  in  hopes  that  the  town  officials 
would  use  some  of  the  federal  funds  to  improve  our 
school  buildings. 

Many  of  the  text  books  are  in  bad  condition.  Dic- 
tionaries and  globes  are  needed  in  most  of  the 
schools. 

In  considering  the  pay  of  teachers  one  should  take 
into  consideration  that  they  have  to  live  fifty-two 
weeks  in  the  year.  Our  best  paid  teachers  are  re- 
ceiving less  than  ten  dollars  a  week  and  the  idea  of 
further  reduction  in  wages  is  preposterous. 

If  the  Legislature  should  pass  Legislative  Docu- 
ment No.  56,  which  is  the  result  of  the  Report  of  the 
Public  School  Finance  Commission,  the  State  would 
then  double  the  amount  of  aid  for  the  schools  of 
Hope.
